Ring Molds Offer Opportunity — 
For Attractive, Useful Dishes

to the eye, but it’s a fact that 
there is something tempting 
about food that is served in a 
circle. Of course, most plates are 
round andthus food in a ring 
can be decoratively arranged on 
the dish. 

Ring mo:is are very popular 
right now. They are not only at- 
tractive, but the answer to what 
to do with left-overs. Rings of 
fluffy rice might appear at the 
fussiest table. and you can put 
all sorts of delicious things in- 
side of them, from fruit to. meat 
or vegetables. These dabs of 
left-overs can be combined in 
tasty sauces and served in a 
ring of ric: that extends both 
the flavor and the amount. 

Other foods are quite ‘at home’ 
in rings. You can mold your 
spinach and fill the center with 
creamed sauted mushrooms or 
creamed hard-cooked eggs. Serv- 
ed in this way it makes a good 
main dish for luncheon or sup- 
per. 

Salad mixtures with a gelatine 
base are never lovelier than when 
chilled in a ring mold, turned out 
on a plate and garnished with 
tiny cups of lettuce filled. with 
mayonnaise. Or the center may 
be filled wit. a salad mixture of 
a different kind. : 

For instance. a tomato jelly 
ring might be filled with a tempt- 
ing crabmeat and celery salad. A 
fruit salad might have the cen- 
ter heaped with little baHs of 
cream cheese, rolled in chepped 
nuts or paprika for colcr and 
flavor contrast. 

Cookies or sandwiches are 
more popular when served in 
rounds and bananas are twice as 
good -when simply sliced, than 
when you try to doll them up 
as candlesticks or cut them into 
cubes. Try to figure out the 
psychology of “roundness” if you 
wish but.don’t forget to.try these 
recipes: :
